JR.  Chandrashekhar 


T2 . Ministry  of  Communication  and  Information  Technology 
Joint  Secretary  ( e-Governance ) R.  Chandrashekhar  joined  the 
GOI  in  1975  as  a member  of  the  prestigious  Indian 
Administrative  Service  (IAS  or  civil  service).  He  has  held  a 
wide  variety  of  assignments,  both  at  the  federal  level  and  in 
the  Andhra  Pradesh  State  Government.
